Dr. Peebles was welcomed by the 
Melbourne Lyceums on his late visit 
to Australia. The doctor in response, 
expressed his delight not only with 
the address and its kindly sentiments 
but to see the bright faces of the 
children and to sense the kindly feel- 
ing that prevailed.

A special meeting of the Board of 
Directorsot the California State Spir- 
itualists’ Association was held last 
Friday evening at 2096 Market St., 
San Francisco. 

It was voted that as the Pariosops-

tion, that its editor be requested to 
open a department for this Associa- 
tion, in which proper inquiries may 
be answered, and the current news 
recorded. as well as the doings of the 
State Board which are of publie inter- 
est may be made public. 

The rd adjourned to meet next 
Thursday to conclude its labors. look- 
ing to the defense of mediums and 
workers inthis State. This was an 
emergency meeting on account of the 
Board of Supervisors having ordered 
the arrest of mediums and clairvoy- 
ants who had not paid license, or re 
fused to do so. 

Ministers, ordained by the Associa- 
tion, and those whose Ordination 
Certificates have been endorsed br 
the Board, or exchanged fur those is- 
sued by the State Association, are 
being listed, and will be published 
next week, for information. 

It was officially decided that it was 
necessary for applicants for endorse- 
ment by a local Society. under seal, to 
obtain a majority of the governing 
Board, to endorse them—whatever 
that may be. 

Protection Certificates will now be 
issued to mediums, for a year, and the 
fee is $1.00. 

The investigating committee will 
Meet once a month to compare notes 
and bear testimony on all sides con- 
cerning the applicants for endorse- 
ment, or protection.

vEs.—Can you tell us more of that 
still small voice sometimes called the 
sixth sense, or intuition, which talks 
to and reasons with the intellect?

Max 
Muller, in his book entitled *“ Science 
and Religion,” says: ‘* There will be

OOE tben, please tell us when 
and how this power controls us. ' 

A.—It controls us when we bave 
attained to such a spiritual growth as 
to see that there ure things invisible 
to the senses which are as real, and 
much more so, than things which we 
now see and fee). 

Q.—Please tell us what some of these 
things are? 

A.—We see that in intimate con- 
nection with our body there is an 
invisible something which is not a 
composition of flesh and blood: that 
something we call the soul. We see 
that its consciousness or life is not 
maintained by material food, as is the 
body; hence we infer that it lives 
independent of the body. We see also 
that our present life is only a forerun- 
ner of a life which we conceive of as 
immortal.
